INTRODUCTION 

1. Appointment and Terms of Reference 

We were appointed as the National Commission on 
Urban Development by the Government of India 
vide notification No. K-14011/11/85-UD.III-A dated 
4th October, 1985 issued by the Ministry of Urban 
Development (Annex.-I). Our initial terms of refe¬ 
rence were : 

Study demographic, employment, physical, fiscal 
shelter, aesthetic and cultural aspects of urban deve¬ 
lopment in the country. 

We were designated as National Commission on 
■■Urbanisation on 24th February, 1986 ("Annex.-II). 
The terms of reference were revised at the initiative 
of Commission on 12th September, 1986, as 
under :— 

(i) To examine the state of urbanisation in the 
country with reference to the present 
demographic, economic, infrastructural, en¬ 
vironmental, phvsical, shelter, energy, com¬ 
munication, land, poverty, aesthetic and 
cultural aspects; 

(ii) to identify priority action areas, make pro¬ 
jections of future needs and estimate 
available resources; 

Cm) to formulate and recommend basic guide¬ 
lines for the specific action plan in each of 
the identified priority action areas; 

fiv) to evolve and recommend policy frame* 
and suggest basic approaches for the en¬ 
couragement of manageable urbanisation; 

(v) to recommend an institutional framework 
for monitoring the effective implementa¬ 
tion of the Commission’s recommendations; 
and 

(vi) to consider any other matter having a bear¬ 
ing on urbanisation and make suitable re¬ 
commendation thereon.

The composition of the Commission underwent

Shri S. Guhan 
regretted his inability to join the Commis¬ 
sion. 

(iii) Shri Naresh Narad was appointed as 
Member-Secretary on 12th September 1986. 

(iv) S/Shri Ashish Bose and Cyrus Guzder were 
appointed as Members of the Commission 
on 22nd April, 1987. 

(SO Shri B. G. Fernandes became full time 
Member on 11th September 1987 and conti¬ 
nued as such till 31st March 1988. 

(vi) Shri Pranoy Roy resigned as Member of 
the Commission in December, 1987. 

We assembled for the first time in New Delhi on 
18th November, 1985. Thereafter, action was ini¬ 
tiated to set up a Secretariat for the Commission. 
The Commission worked with a very small secreta¬

2. Tenure of the Commission 

Our tenure initially was up to 4th July, 1986. It 
was extended on 12-8-86 for 6 months (till 31-12-86); 
on 20-1-87 for 6 months (till 30-6-87); on 24-7-87 
for 9 months (till 31-3-88); and on 6-5-88 for 5 and 
half months (till 15-8-88). The initial tenure was 
spent in creating the secretariat. 

3. Public Notification 

The Commission issued a public notification 
(Anncx.-III) soliciting all interested individuals, 
organisations, State Governments and Union Terri¬ 
tory Administrations to share their perceptions about 
urbanisation with the Commission. 37 individuals 
and 29 organisations submitted memorandum to the 
Commission. (Appendix 1 & II) 

The Commission addressed to various professional 
bodies like Institute of Architects, Institute of Town 
Planners, Institute of Engineers, to share their per¬ 
ceptions with the Commission. Wc also approached 
various voluntary agencies to ascertain their views in 
the context of urbanisation. 

The Commission addressed to all Chief Secretaries 
of the State Governments and Union Territory Admi¬ 
nistrations to prepare a comprehensive memorandum 
reflecting their perceptions of the problems faced at 
local, regional and state level in reference to urbani¬ 
sation and possible solutions keeping in view the as¬ 
pirations, needs and priorities. 

State Governments and Union Territory Adminis¬ 
trations submitted memoradum to the Commission 
except Delhi Administration. (Appendix III & IV) 

The Commission also addressed to the Union 
Ministrics/Departments of the Government of India, 
to furnish their views on various aspects of urbani¬ 
sation and possible solutions and strategies on urban 
growth. Thirty-four Ministries and Departments sub¬ 
mitted memorandum to the Commission. (Appendix 
V) 

4. Liaison 

We were conscious, at the outset, that the task 
expected of us could Dot be completed satisfactorily 
without the assistance and cooperation of State 
Govemments/Union Territory Administrations/Union 
Ministries/Departments, and for this purpose, we 
found it convenient to request all the State Govern¬ 
ments, Union Territory Administrations as well as the 
Union Ministries and Departments of the Government 
of India to nominate a Nodal Officer to handle the 
work of the Commission. 51 Ministrks/Depart- 
ments, 18 State Governments and 4 Union Territory 
Administrations appointed Nodal Officers. (Appen¬ 
dix vi & vn) 


5. State Visits 

The Prime Minister was kind enough to direct all 
the Chief Ministers to extend all possible assistance 
to the Commission for its functioning. The Com¬ 
mission during its tenure visited 15 States/Union 
Territories (Annendix V f II). During these visits the 
Commission had the opportunity of interacting with 
the Statc/UT Chief Ministers, Ministers, Secretaries 
to the Government /Administration, Heads of the 
Departments dealing wi-h urbanisation programmes, 
local level functionaries, professional institutions, in¬ 
terested groups, voluntary organisations and indivi¬ 
duals. (Appendix IX) State Govts /'Union Territory 
Administrations bad been very kind to arrange for 
meetings as well as site visits as per the Model Pro¬ 
gramme (Annexurc IV) circulated by the Commis¬ 
sion. Commission felt that these visits had helped 
if to a great extent in ascertaining and appreciating the 
realities and gravity of the problems of urbanisation 
existing on the ground. 

6 . Workin'! Groups/Research Studies 

We had set up 19 Working Groups (Apcndix X) 
and commissioned 23 Research Studies (Appendix 
XI) to investigate various issues connected wiih the 
Commission’s terms of reference. 

Each Working Group drew upon ;— 

(i) the expertise of its members 

(ii) the relevant material in the concerned sec¬ 
tor or subject; and 

(iii) information which would help project its 
thinking on the problems of the area in the 
years to come. 

Each of them was free to evolve its own procedure 
of work and framing its report. Every Working 
Group was serviced by the Commission’s secretariat. 

The Commission took special care in the selection 
of the institutions and individuals for conducting re¬ 
search studies, keeping in view the expertise and 
capacity to undertake the assigned study. 

In respect of Research Studies, the terms of refe¬ 
rence were discussed with the concerned Project Tn- 
charge in detail. Members of the Commission guided 
the studies in the area of their specialisation. The 
studies were constantly monitored by the secretariat. 

Indeed, each report will show that we have not 
accepted some of the suggestions made on the respec¬ 
tive subjects. 

7. International Cooperation 

To ascertain latest development in the field of 
urbanisation, we con (acted Ministry of External Affairs 
who in turn communicated wiih the Indian Missions 
abroad for eliciting information from the respective 
countries. The secretariat received information from 
51 countries.

8. Meetings of the Commission 

We had the benefit of meeting the Prime Minister 
on 13th January, 1986. Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman met the Prime Minister on 27th June, 1988 
to apprise him about the progress made by the Com¬ 
mission. We met 29 times to discuss, deliberate and 


formulate the report. A statement indicating calender 
of activities of the commission is enclosed (Appen¬ 
dix XII). In the meeting we also had interaction with 
the Secretaries to the Government of India and others 
who evinced interest in Urbanisation. A list of per¬ 
sons who had interacted with commission is given at 
Appendix XIII.

DETAILS OF STUDY TO BE UNDERTAKEN BY 
THE COMMISSION ON URBAN DEVELOPMENT 

1. Demographic Pattern 

India, like most of the Third World, is urbanising at 
an extraordinary rate. In the last twenty years, for 
instance, the overall population of India has grown by 
50% (i.e. from 4 crores to 70 crores); the population 
of Bombay by 100% (from 45 lacs to 90 lacs); and 
thb squatter population of this city has grown by more 
than 100% (from under 4 lacs to 40 lacs). This last 
is perhaps the most traumatic change of all. 

2, Employment 

These waves of mass migration to the cities are 
looking not for housing—but for work, i.e. income. It 
is a phenomenon manifest today all over the Third 
World—but it has its precedent in history, During the 
18th and 20th centuries many European nations also 
increased several folds; but tltey "‘solved” their prob¬ 
lems by re-distributing themselves around the globe. 
This, unfortunately, is not an option open to the Third 
World today. Hence the crucial importance of our 
urban centres; they are substitutes for migrating to 
Australia. Any intervention we make on the urban 
scene, therefore, should serve to increase their absorp¬ 
tive capcity (i.e. job-generation). In terms of built- 
form, this implies that high-rise buildings may not be 
cost-effective as they restrict participation to a handful 
of sophisticated engineering and construction firms. 
In contrast, low-rise development can generate more 
jobs, and these too in the bazaar sector (masons, 
carpenters, etc.). In short, just where they can 
create work opportunities for the migrants. 

3.. Physical 

The holding capacity of a city is determined by its 
physical pattern. In this, the deployment of jobs and 
the pattern of public transport arc crucial factor (as 
witness the differences between Bombay and Delhi). 
Strategies to increase the holding capacity by restruc¬ 
turing each of our major cities should be conceptualised 
and implemented with the highest priority. 

4. Fiscal 

Many desirable modulations would occur in our 
cities through judicious changes in fiscal policies. In 


this connection, certain existing legislation (i.e. reht 
control, urban land ceiling act, etc.) should be re¬ 
viewed. Also, since growth follows investment, new 
fiscal strategies which change the pattern of investment 
across the urban structure (c.g. the manner in which 
the Reserve Bank Act of 1934 change the economic 
focus of the whole-sub-continent from Calcutta to 
Bombay) need to be formulated. 

5. Shelter 

Much experimental work has been done by different 
agencies on low-cost housing. In addition, there is 
a vast range of ingenious prototypes which exists in 
the vernacular. These solutions relate not only to the 
construction of the units themselves, but also to the 
pattern of their groupings. To identify optimal pat¬ 
terns and densities—as well as to revise the codes 
for building materials—would be another crucial task. 

6. Aesthetic 

Should we continue to allow our cities to develop 
haphazardly ? The great cities of the past (Isfahan, 
Varanasi, Beijing, etc.) had a unity of expression in 
which each individual building was a supporting sub¬ 
part. In contrast, new buildings in most modern city 
centres look like a haphazard collection of spare 
parts—with no one having any clue (or responsibility;) 
whatsover as to what the whole machine should look 
like. Obviously, the highest priority should be given 
to conceptualising the overall machine. Only then 
would it be possible to formulate effective urban design 
controls. (Furthermore, only effective—and enjoy and 
rational and functional relationship to the Planning 
Authority.) 

7. Cultural 

Man does not live by bread alone. There is also 
the need to conceptualise the ideal city, in its Platonic 
form. Several of the great cities of India (i.e. Sri- 
rangapatnam, jaipur, etc.) were conceived not as mere 
conglomerations of buildings and roads, but as Manda- 
las, i.e. models of the cosmos. This is an analogue 
whose implications arc truly mind-blowing. In con¬ 
trast. our aspirations today arc depressingly timid and 
prosaic. Should we not re-focus our efforts towards 
contemporary goals as noble-—and eternal as these 
ancient values ?
